Responsive to the Restriction Requirement mailed May 18, 2007, Applicants 
provisionally elect with traverse Group 111 which encompasses Claims 1 and 33 to a modulator of 
a nucleic acid molecule. The restriction requirement is respectfully traversed on the basis that the 
examination of Group III with Group VII (Claim 16), drawn to a method of making a 
medicament by using a modulator of a nucleic acid molecule are linked to form a single general 
inventive concept. The use of said modulator of a nucleic acid for the manufacture of a 
medicament concerns the same single invention as the pharmaceutical composition itself and the 
kit thereof and does not require a burden on the Patent Office to search for both claims. 
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In order for a restriction requirement to be appropriate, there must be a serious burden on the 
Patent Office to search all of the inventions, and the inventions must be independent or distinct 
as claimed. For the foregoing reason, Applicants respectfully elect with traverse Group III 
(Claims 1 and 33). 

Species Election: 

Applicants provisionally elect with traverse the specific human SKRP gene 
(NM080876). Applicants reserve the right to have additional species examined in this 
application upon an indication of allowability 7 of the elected species.
